North, PDC South, PDC East, and North County Correctional Facility.

Provides bailiff services to the Courts, inmate incarceration and security
during court proceedings. Other mandated responsibilities include notice
and process service, overall courthouse security, execution of court orders
and bench warrants requiring the immediate presence of a person, and
timely transportation of inmates in custody detentions annually to and from
court, statewide transports, and all other transports of inmates throughout
the County.
